Laws Were Changed 
American experts say the plan has 
helped both countries tremendously, 
economically. But still, after three 
years of this help, more than 10,-

vote for or with the Communists. 
In the French elections last S u n ­ 
day the Communist party, proving 
itself the biggest single party in the 
country, got around 5,000.000 votes 
out of a total of roughly 18,500.000

among five other parties.) 
That Communist vote was only 


475,000 less than the party got in 
the last big French elections of 
1046—they got 5.475.000 then—when 
France was Just com ing out of the 
war and was an econom ic wreck.

sentatives in the French Assembly, 
sim ilar to this country's Congress. 
In Italy the elections were not na­ 
tional In that sense but were for 
offices In the provinces (similar to 
our states) and the towns and cities.

the election laws had been changed
